"Kosh 
Unshorn),’’ and ending with Yom Kip 
pur, are therefore devoted by ortho­ 
dox Jews to settling their accounts 
with one another and to prayer, for it 
is the ancient belief that all sins com­ 
mitted by Israel against lite Divine 
command* are forgiven on the Day 
of Atonement, but the wrong* com­ 
mitted by mutt against man do not re­ 
ceive Divine forgiveness unless at­ 
tempts have been made .to right these 
wrongs. 
The penitential days were 
therefore regarded as days of grace 
during which israel could mend ills
